BETTER MOUSE TRAPS 
The late Elbert Hubbard liked to 
search out unique items, change 
tliem in wording, and further pre­ 
serve a notable thought. This is 
what happened with that famous 
story about the man who would 
make a 
better mouse-trap, 
and 
people beating a path to his door. 
It was Emerson, however, who 
first gave the thought utterance. 
You will find It In his Journal for 
1865 Here Is what he wrote at that 
time: "I trust a good deal to com­ 
mon fame, as we all must, lf a 
man has good corn, or wood, or 
boards, or pigs, to sell, or can make 
better Chair# or knives, crucibles or 
church organs than anybody else. 
you will find a broad, liard-beaten 
road to Ills house, though It be in 
the woods.” 
The thought is something that we 
should keep ever in mind. He who 
strives for perfection. In any line 
af endeavor, is sure to be Hol­ 
lowed and emulated. The discover­ 
er is an Important individual, or 
the Inventor: but he who improves, 
or lakes advantage of either, by far 
outstrip# them. 
Just note for a moment the tre­ 
mendous progress th at has been 
made since the first wheel was put 
to use! Remove wheels from circula­ 
tion and Imagine where we would 
be today. We can almost say that 
progress is still in its Infancy. 
Meen are forever a t work seeking 
out 
ways of 
improvement, 
and 
people are beating paths to their 
latest achievements, so th at we do 
have 
better 
mouse-traps, 
better 
automobiles, radios, pens, and what­ 
nots. but we arc lagging behind in 
building 
better 
human 
beings*— 
though we do concentrate on creat­ 
ing better pigs, cows, and race 
horses! 
The world waits, almost breath­ 
lessly, to beat a path to him who 
will devise a practical, permanent 
way to universal peace. We have 
had killings enough. We now know 
how to do It better than ever be­ 
fore. It’s time to beat a path in a 
different direction. Civilisation can 
only survive by beating a path to 
peace and to freedom—without fear. 
H ie good mouse-traps will take care 
of themselves. 
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Stirring Soil Is Needed 
To Cive Plants Ample Air 
Latest newt from the experiment 
station frorft Is that the age-old 
practice of stirring the garden soil 
to create a "dust mulch," after be­ 
ing attacked as useless by some 
advanced 
experimenters. 
Is 
now 
proved to be necessary to prevent 
a crust from forming on the surface 
and excluding air. 
Critics had argued that stirring 
dried out soil instead of conserving 
moisture; and disturbed the roots 
of desirable plants, perhaps doing 


Ls driven from Ult soil, and if this 
condition continues too long, then 
the plants die for lack of air. 
All this supports the contention 
which most experienced gardeners 
have made, that whenever they stir 
the soil around their plants, to 
break up

ing the free circulation of air, may 
be considered as still in question,

Shallow stirring after every rain, 
when the soil has dried out enough 
to crumble, will kill weeds In the 
sprout stage, and keep the danger­ 
ous surface crust from forming. 
Things Of 
The Soil 
Prepare For Canning And Drying 
In a world torn and prostrate 
from war. famine lurks around every 
comer. The best Insurance against 
the menace of national hunger Is 
food—plenty of food. An abundance 
of food, as our recent experiences 
prove, can come only from concerted 
efforts to grow a maximum supply. 
But famine usually strikes a people 
In 
January 
and 
February. 
This 
means Americans cannot rely solely 
on their summer gardens; they must 
know how to store food as well as 
produce it. Canning and drying ore 
the housewife's most effective way 
to build a bulwark of food against 
the 
hunger 
that 
waits 
winters 
arrival. 
Every gardener who has sufficient 
space and suitable soils should be 
planning and planting now to grow 
crops to can, dry and store in cellars 
or burial pits. Here are a few brief 
suggestions: 
Tomatoes occupy first place among j 
vegetables for winter use for two j 
main reasons—(I) 
They can be 
carnied easily by the open-vcsael 
method, that Is. wltliout the use of 
a pressure cooker; i2) Tomatoes 
supply nutrients in liberal amounts 
which arc vitally needed In winter 
diets, particularly vitamin C, other­ 
wise found most abundantly in citrus 
fruits. 
Rhubarb, now coming into full 


I production, 
Is 
another 
vegetable 


i which can be canned safely wltliout 
j a pressure cooker. It Is exceptionally 
j rich in nutrients essential for main- 
' twining 
winter 
health 
and 
well 
I being. 
Snap beans may be stored by clr - 
lug as well as canning, They siloed 
be grown In a continued succession 
of crops from now until killing frosts 
I arrive. 
Peas, 
like 
snap 
beans, 
permit 
growing all summer. They, too, are 
easy to can, 
Carrots permit storage in cool cel­ 
lars or buried pits. Thus, canning Is 
seldom warranted. TI ic late crop 
should be ample $o supply the 
family all winter. 
Beets may be stored In cool cel­ 
lars or buried in outdoor pits. How­ 
ever, housewives often prefer can­ 
ning them. If vinegar is used in the 
processing, beet# Join the acid veg­ 
etables—tomatoes 
and 
rhubarb— 
and may be canned without a press­ 
ure cooker. 
And this brings up a subject which 
merits 
frequent discussion—which 
vegetables require a pressure cooker 
and which permit canning by the 
open-vessel process. 
Any vegetable (tomatoes and rhu­ 
barb arc the only ones. plus those 
like beets and cucumbers which are 
pickled in vinegar) which contain 
acid or iiave acid added require no 
.special processing. They are safely 
canned by the open-vvsscl method. 
But all non-acid, vegetables—snap 
beans, carrots. Lima beans, peas, 
sweet corn and others—must be 
canned under pressure. Fruits be­ 
long to the tomato-rhubarb group. 
Sweet corn permits storage by dry­ 
ing where canning is not practicable. 
Turnips, parsnips, cabbage, ruta­ 
bagas, kohlrabi, and potatoes Join 
beets and carrots among the crop# 
to bury. 
All persons interested in drying 
foods should write the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, Office of In ­ 
formation. Washington 25, D. C.. for 
free copies of Farmers’ Bulletin 1918 
—Drying Food For Victory Meals, 
also Farm er’s Bulletin 1762—Home 
Canning Of Fruits and Vegetables. 
With strikes disrupting the m anu­ 
facture of many canning needs, 
housewives should save as many 
glass Jars as possible. 
Sugar will remain scarce through­ 
out 1946 and perhaps part of 1947 
at least. 


Vine Crops Need 
Sheltered Positions 


Vine crops, such as cucumbers 
and squaslws, should be given shel­ 
tered positions. They may be plant­ 
ed between rows of tall crops, such 
as com, lf space Is limited. 
Tile sowing of 
perennial 
seed 
should be completed soon. 
Lawn clippings can be used as 
a mulch and to form humus in the 
compost pile. 
Feed the asparagus bed with a 
complete fertilizer after cutting ha# 
ended. 
Dust the cucumber plants with 
rotenonc to control the cucumber 
beetle. 
Spray potato plants with a Bor­ 
deaux mixture to control the po­ 
tato beetle and potato blight. 
Spray celery with a Bordeaux mix­ 
ture against blight and rust dis­ 
cases. 
Iris should be divided soon after 
flowering. 
Pinch out the growing tips of 
hardy chrysanthemums lf you de­ 
sire bushy plants with plenty of 
blooms. 
Plant sweet com, beet#, parsley, 
carrots, broccoli, 
snap and 
lima 
beans, 
tomato, 
eggplant, 
pepper, 
squash and cucumbers.

When Plants Need Moisture 
AU growing plants, 
from tiny 
ornamental# in window boxes to the 
largest shade and forest trees, de­ 
mand a constant supply of moisture 
from early spring until late fall. 
And with most evergreen# the need 
continues around the entire year. 
Nature makes provision for tills re­ 
quirement Giro ugh two in abl agen­ 
cies- moisture-holding organ!** m at­ 
ter to soak In and retain water hi 
Hie soil like a sponge holds mois­ 
ture, and by rainfall. In tile first 
case the grower may repair and 
fortify his soli to contain sufficient 
moisture-retaining humus to carry’ 
plants oi’er moderate periods of 
rainless weather. But m an’s only 
direct substitute for rain is to prac­ 


tice what is commonly known as 
irrigation. 
Most person# thoughtlessly injure 
plants when applying water. This 
is caused through three main er­ 
rors: (I) Applying water too often; 
(2) applying It too lightly; and (3) 
applying it In the wrong way. 
These three mistakes, or at least 
the first two. merge In their actual 
perpetration and results. A com­ 
mon example of their evils Ls found 
in the American lawn. Most lawn 
owners practice the harmful habit 
of "sprinkling” the grass every night 
or two And the explanation of why 
light sprinklings may injure lawn 
grass will serve to demonstrate why 
the same practice is detrimental 
in the garden. 
Th major purpose in watering 
plants Is to provide moisture in the 
rooting soil—not to bathe the fol­ 
iage. This moisture in the soil is 
necessary at ail times for but one 
main purpose—to render plant food 
elements soluble (to dissolve them) 
so tile feeder roots can take the dis­ 
solved materials into the plant's 
circulatory system. 
It follows quite logically th at ir­ 
rigation should be supplied at the 
proper time and in proper amounts 
to keep the rooting stratum of tile
